mittee now considering the char­ 
ges, 
questioned 
whether

elections unit was “ a valid com­ 
mittee” because of the manner in 
which a vacancy on it was filled 
late in November 1952. 
Testimony on this point was 
taken from Watkins at a closed 


hearing last Friday. The trans­ 
cript made available 
to

men today, shows that Watkins 
said the vacancy was filled in ac­ 
cord with Senate precedent and 
custom. 
One of the witnesses called by 
the special censure committee at 
its public hearings was Sen. Hay­ 
den (I)-Ariz), former chairman 
of the Senate Rules Committee, 
parent body of the elections sub­ 
committee. 


He testified that on Nov. 20, 
1953, Sen. Monroney (DOkla) re­ 
signed from the subcommittee. 
Hayden said he appointed him­ 
self to fill the vacancy so as to 
give the subcommittee a quorum 
or majority of its original five 
members, since two others had 
resigned previously. 
McCarthy said it was his opin­ 
ion that the chairman of a com­ 
mittee 
could only 
“nominate” 


subcommittee 
members, 
and 
that they had to be confirmed by 
the full committee. 
Watkins, the Senate parliam en­ 
tarian since 1935 and a Senate 
employe for almost

years, 
was asked a set 
of 
questions 
worked out by the special com­ 
mittee with McCarthy’s lawyer, 
edw ard R. Williams. 
The testimony was taken in the 
office of Sen. Watkins iR -l tah), 


chairman of the Censure Study 
Committee, and the parliamen­ 
tarian said that Hayden had the 
right to appoint himself to fill 
the vacancy.

Offering New 
Defense Setup 


•French Premier Hinted 
Insisting On Anglo-U.S. 
Troops In Europe

There never has been a question 
of segregation in Hillsboro, board 
of education officials say, after stu­ 
dents pass through the sixth grade.

Court decision outlawing segre­ 
gation, Negro children reported

opening last week.

Brownell Calls

REDUCING FAD—if that is what it is— 
v»as given a boost at the annual congress 
of the American and Canadian sections of 
the International College of Surgeons in 
Chicago. The possibility was suggested by 
one speaker, Dr. Averill Stowell, a neuro- 
suigeon of Tulsa, Okla., that in event of an 
A-bomb of H-bomb attack thin persons 
may have a better chance to survive. 
In fact, Dr. Stowell said “thin or under­ 
fed’’ persons. Certainly followers of many 
reducing diets that were momentarily pop­ 
ular in the past could have qualified as 
“ underfed.” 
This practically poses an ultimatum to 
those who have been contemplating reduc­ 
ing, but who for various reasons have been 
procrastinating. Obviously in the event of 
an atomic attack, the enemy could not be 
expected to serve notice 60 days in advance 
that the time to start reducing had arrived. 
Starved animlas outlived their well nour­ 
ished animals when subjected to lethal X- 
ray doses in tests, Dr. Stowell said. 
“ Of course,” he added, ‘‘you c a n n o t 
starve an entire population to carry out 
such experiments. But now might be as 
good a time as any for Americans to start 
losing more of that 500,000 tons of excess 
fat they are said to be carrying around. 
“ In the light of these revelations, a trim 
waist line might provide an additional m ar­ 
gin of safety should we be subjected to 
atomic attack.” 
That puts the whole question of whether 
to reduce or to continue gustatory enjoy­ 
m ent to the fullest in an entirely different 
light. It seems the rem ark that many per­ 
sons dig their graves with their knives and 
forks m ay not have been an idle pun. 


NOT TO PROUD 
TH E GOVERNMENT has introduced a 
new wrinkle to the world of philately by 
selling used stamps as a revenue produc­ 
ing project. Since June all executive agen­ 
cies in the Washington area have been sav­ 
ing incoming foreign stamps and domestic 
commemoratives having a value of more 
than three cents. 
Mail rooms clip the stamps from incom­ 
ing letters and forward them to the Gen­ 
eral Services Administration. The house­ 
keeping agency holds a periodic auction. 
Stamps are bundled into two g e n e r a l 
classifications, foreign and domestic, and 
sold as-is to interested purchasers. 
The GSA expects to realize from the pro­ 
gram at least $40,000 a year. This may not 
keep even one agency in paper clips, but 
coupled with the sale of other scrap items, 
such as wastepaper, used fluorescent tubes 
and empty drums, the total sum should be 
worthwhile. If the government is not t o o 
proud to save a buck, it has started on the 
road to financial solvency.

These Days 


Is the Senate going to appoint a perm a­ 
nent committee to investigate Joe M cCar­ 
thy? The Senator apparently thinks so and 
he assumes that Senator Flanders intends 
to persist in his loathing for him assisted 
by the National Committee for an Effec­ 
tive Congress. 
The Watkins Committee has had its day 
and has produced nothing that can be call­ 
ed a judicial atmosphere, or a Congression­ 
al hearing that is similar to a court of law, 
unless it be the household courtroom of a 
Justice of the Peace where the testimony 
is given lightly and in a hurry, so the afore­ 
said Justice can go about his private busi­ 
ness. Or maybe, it was intended to be like 
some of the m agistrates courts of my 
; childhood where the verdict was arranged 
I before the evidence was in. 
There used to be a saloon-keeper in our 
neighborhood, who was known as “ Silver 
Dollar ' Smith. He was a Democrat by pro­ 
fession and a purveyor of alcoholic refresh­ 
ments for good-fellowship. His principal 
business was to arrange for verdicts in the 
ancient Essex Market Court which he did 
to perfection Once “Silver Dollar” Smith 
decided what the Court would do, the Court 
did it. 
He got his name because the floor of his 
I saloon was paved with genuine silver dol­ 
lars, and the men who came there for jus­ 
tice only had to look at the floor to realize 
what had to be done. They did it. So did 
the Court. 
What verdict can the Watkins Committee 
give about Joe McCarthy? In effect, he was 
never permitted to put in a complete de­ 
fense. Maybe his defense for using violent 
language was no defense at all, but he was 
never able to say it as he and his counsel 
chose to say it. Perhaps the Watkins Com­ 
mittee feared that if Joe McCarthy w e r e 
permitted to put up a fight for himself, 
their ears would suffer the violence of his 
language. 
, 
I have read millions of words of C o n ­ 
gressional hearings, particularly those be­ 
fore the McCarthy Committee, but I never 
carne across incidents where Joe gavelled 
down a lawyer for a spy or a Communist 
and told the lawyer that neither he nor his 
client could state their case. 
True, Joe has thrown some witnesses out 
of the Hearing Room, but that was because 
the witness was clearly contemptuous of 
the United States and its Congress, a n d 
usually it c a m ’ after the witness had bawl­ 
ed out, as vituperatively as he could, the 
chairm an of the McCarthy Committee, 
namely, the redoubtable Joe himself. But 
I have never read in the transcript that 
Joe ever told a witness or his lawyer that 
a constitutional question need not be dis­ 
cussed because the committee had already 
m ade up its mind about it. 
If the Watkins Committee decides t h a t 
McCarthy should be censured or not cen­ 
sured, or if it makes no decision but leaves 
it to the Senate, the conduct of the trial has 
been such that large segments of the people 
will be dissatisfied.

The maximum penalty for w ar­ 
time spying is death, no m atter 
how long after the war a man is 
found guilty. Form er spies must 
have had some sleepless nights 
since the war, thinking about it. 
The government now has a new 
weapon to use against any spy 
rings. 
It 
is 
the immunity law, 
passed by Congress this sum m er. 
This law perm its the government 
to call in an individual, even a 
onetime spy, and tell him: 
“ We know you were a spy. lf 
you tell us what you know, we 
may be able to convict the higher- 
ups in the ring. If you do tell us, 
we 
promise you 
will 
never be 
prosecuted for what you did.” 
If he accepted the immunity of­ 
fer and talked, the ex-spv’s life 
thereafter would be free of worry 
about prosecution. 
At the same 
time he’d be helping his country 
If he refused to talk, having been 
promised immunity, he could be 
indicted for contempt of Federal 
Court. How much time would he 
have to serve in jail if tried and 
found 
guilty 
That's 
up 
to 
the 
judge. 
More than th a t: If he preferred 
silence to immunity, some of his 
co-conspirators, should they in turn 
be offered immunity, might talk 
about him. They might talk enough 
to convict him of wartim e spying. 
FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover said 
a week ago this immunity law al­ 
ready 
is 
having 
an 
effect 
on 
Communists. 
He 
said 
they 
are 
coming by themselves to the gov­ 
ernm ent with offers to talk. 
Until 
now' one of the govern­ 
m ent’s worst stumbling blocks in 
trying to unravel the Communist 
conspiracy was the Fifth Amend­ 
ment under which individuals with 
information 
had 
an 
excuse 
for 
silence. 
A w artim e spy, called before a 
grand jury, knew that anything he 
said — that is, the actual w'ords 
— never could be used against him 
if some day the government w ant­ 
ed to bring him to trial for spying. 
But while the government could 
never use his exact grand jury’ 
testimony 
against, him, it could 
use that testimony as a lead to 
other evidence which could be used 
to try and convict him. 
So an ex-spy was always able to 
say: “ I refuse to answer any ques­ 
tions because the Fifth Amendment 
says a man can’t be compelled to

To get around this. Atty. Gen. 
Brownell asked Congress to pass 
the immuity law.

Ordinance Seeking 
More City Police 
Up Second Time 


City council's ‘ hot potato” ordi­ 
nance will probably get top billing 
again Tuesday night when the mu­ 
nicipal 
lawmakers 
convene 
for 


their second September session. 
Council President Ben Cordon 


warned them last meeting they 
u were toying with a ‘ hot potato” 


when they decided to look 
into 


the feasibility of banning all al­ 
ley 
parking 
in 
Circleville. 
In 


some sections of the community, 
parking of 
ars in alleys became 


an accepted routine long ago. But 
the lawmakers apparently feel 
the time has come to draw up a 
city law that will limit or ban the 
privilege. 
After a long wrangle at t h e i r 


meeting on Sept. 7, the councilmen 
moved to have the ordinance pre­ 
pared. And presumably it will be 
up for first reading Tuesday night. 
Whether interested 
citizens or 


community groups 
are ready to 


join the hassle at this early stage 
was not yet clear. It was known, 
however, that the subject was giv­ 
en a thorough ‘‘going over” at a 
recent membership meeting of Cir­ 
cleville Chamber of Commerce — 
but only after an ironclad agree­ 
ment that all 
of 
the 
discussion 


would be ‘‘just personal views and 
none of it for publication.” 


UNDER TUE wording proposed 


for the “ hot potato” ordinance last 
meeting, it would be a general ban 
on alley parking throughout t h e 
city. 
A proposal to increase the size 


of the city police force will also 
share the spotlight Tuesday night. 
An ordinance given first 
reading 


last session would add five regular 
patrolmen to the force. 
Two councilmen were absent last 


meeting, making it impossible to 
pass newly introduced ordinances 
without further study. 
Two other important measures 


will be up for third and 
final 


reading Tuesday. One would ap 
propriate SI.500 for the salaries of 
deputy clerks in municipal court, 
and the other would raise 
the 


salary of Court Clerk Anne Cau­ 
dill by S25 a month. 
It appeared likely that Council­ 
man Ray Cook will delve again into 
cases in which he claims city offi­ 
cials acted without authority. Cook 
has said he believes City Safety Di­ 
rector Oscar Root went beyond his 
authority in having the mid t o vv n 
parking 
meters 
readjusted. 
And 


last meeting, he aimed similar fire 
at two “ stop” signs placed at the 
corner of 
Washington 
and 
Ohio ; 
streets. 
Added to two that were already 
there, the additional signs made 
the corner a four-w ay stop intersec­ 
tion. And at first nobody claimed to 
know’ who gave, permission for the 
new markers. 
After the meeting. Root said he 


remembered giving the necessary 
authority to City Service Director 
Dewey Speakman. who confirmed 
he placed the signs on Root's ap- 
prvoal. Both 
men said council s 


permission was not needed in that 
case. But Cook and some of t h e 
other lawmakers apparently feel 
otherwise.
